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No action taken yet on judge’s decision

BOYNE CITY — In the aftermath of a judge’s deci- 
sion that reversed key actions by city boards, and a large 
majority vote by city residénts to rescind commission- 
ers’ actions, city officials are deferring to the develop- 
ers whose proposed project is impacted by the decision 


and the vote. 


No action had been taken as of Friday, Feb. 1, by the 


city’s Zoning Board of Appeals to comply with the Jan. 16 
decision of Charlevoix County Circuit Court Judge Rich- 


_ ard M. Pajtas. 


The judge did not set a timeline for compliance of his 
decision in the case of Hobbs vs. Boyne City. His review 
found multiple errors by the ZBA and the Planning Com- 
mission. His decision ordered the ZBA to reverse its ac- 
tions regarding the proposed One Water Street develop- 
ment and remand to the city planning commission, 

City attorney, Jim Murray, said he was waiting to see 


the One Water Street proposed project before he advised 


the city on its actions. 


Repeated calls for comments made to ZBA chairman Pat 
Kubesh and Planning Commission chairman Jim Knurick 
were not returned as of Monday morning. 

The ZBA has cancelled its regular monthly meeting 
for February for “lack of agenda items,” according to 


city hall.

from food pantry

BOYNE CITY — In what 
can only be described as a 
despicable act, several items 
have been taken from the 
Boyne City Food Pantry on 
State Street. The goods were 
discovered missing by Di- 
rector Lei Nahinu who esti- 
mates the thefts have been’ 
taking place over the past 
couple of weeks. 

Nahinu doesn’t know the 
exact time when the donated 
goods were first stolen but 
noticed a few missing cases 
of electric toothbrushes on 
Jan. 23, 

“We had a total of 20 


cases of electric tooth- . 


brushes and*from what I 
know of, six of them made 
it into the building,” Nahinu 
said. “People were bringing 
them in from the van and six 
cases made it in the build- 
ing. We gave out some oth- 
ers and there was one left 
over.” 

Nahinu recalls leaving for 
church that evening and 
when she returned Thursday 
morning the box was gone. 
She also said a few cases of 


gummy fruit gushers were 
missing. 

“T was dumbfounded. At 
first I thought I was going 
crazy, my son was with me 
and another boy that helps 


and they also noticed it was .. 


missing,” Nahinu recalled. 
Nahinu has not reported 


the incident to the police | 
but was planning on in- - 


stalling video cameras out- 
side her building. She has 
also changed all the locks 
and only five people now 
have access to the food 
pantry. 

The pantry is run year 


round and survives from 


outside donations. 80 to 100 
families visit the pantry dur- 
ing any given month for 
help which makes the theft 
so appalling. Nahinu has 
been volunteering for the 
pantry for some time and 
was named director last Oc- 
tober. 

“J was more in shock than 
anything. I’m learning as I 
go but I think it’s very sad 
somebody has to do that 
when we are here for the 
public,” Nahinu com- 
mented.

the parents were in an area care facility. William, 
who had been living near Grand Rapids, was mak- 
ing plans to bring their father home to care for him. 
An investigation by the Charlevoix County Sheriff’s

The judge’s decision in the Hobbs vs. Boyne City 
case found that both the ZBA and the planning com- 
mission erred when the majority of its members 
voted to approve the One Water Street site plan for 


construction of an 89,000-square-foot project on the. 


downtown waterfront. The proposed project in- 
cludes retail shops, businesses and residential units.. 

Specifically, Judge Pajtas found that the planning 
commission and the ZBA did not follow the city 
zoning ordinance when the boards allowed condo- 
minium residences in the Waterfront Marina Dis- 
trict that. were not situated above retail shops. or 
other businesses. Further, the boards allowed the 
developers to forego construction of a number of 
parking spaces. 

‘In addition; the: planning commission in its-1é- 


view of-the. project failed to use findings of fact a8 » 
Tequired by the city ordinance. Further, the judge 


said that constitutional due process was denied resi- 
dent Sue Hobbs, who filed the lawsuit on behalf of 
herself and other Boyne City citizens, when plan- 
ning commission chairman Jim Knurick voted on 
both boards, which created a conflict of interest, 

the judge said. 

The decision came from Judge Pajtas during the 
same week as the citizens of Boyne City voted 687- 
146 to rescind a parking exempt zone that included 
the One Water Street development. The developers 
must provide the number of parking spaces that the 
city’s zoning ordinance requires instead of having 
an exemption from providing some spaces.

Tree house for 
Raven Hill 


EAST JORDAN — Raven Hill Discovery Cen- 
ter has been awarded a $6300 grant from the Michi- 
gan Council for Arts and Cultural Affairs and the 
National Endowment for the Arts to build an ac- 
cessible tree house at the center this spring. The 
Tree House Project will create an arboreal space 
that incorporates the science of sound, light, mo- 
tion, simple machines and nature, as well as the art 
of glass, clay, metal, wood, fiber and stone. The 
Tree House will be built on a platform that is sus- 
pended by cables between four trees about 8 feet 
above the ground and be handicapped accessible 
by lift or cable. It will be approximately 15’ x 15’, 
but not necessarily square or rectangular. 

Raven Hill is extending an invitation to anyone 
interested to submit drawings to be used in the de- 
sign of the Tree House. School classes or individu- 
als from the community can participate. Teachers, 
students of any age and members of the commu- 
nity are invited to draw (and label or describe) their 
own fantasy tree house. Submitted drawings will 
become the property of Raven Hill Discovery Cen- 
ter and be reviewed for the feasibility of the de- 
signs. As many ideas and elements as possible will 
be incorporated into a final tree house design to be 
created by Andre’ Poineau of East Jordan. In 1995, 
Poineau Woodworkers designed and built the Tree 
House in the 4-H Children’s Garden at Michigan 
State University in Lansing. 

The Tree House walls will be constructed of pan- 
els approximately 4’ x 6’ in size. Art teachers and 
their students may submit a design for a wall panel. 
Upon acceptance of a design, a pre-built panel will 
be delivered to the school, where students can em- 
bellish their panel by painting, staining, wood burn- 
ing, carving, insetting, etc. High school juniors and 
seniors will then be invited to work with Poineau 
Woodworkers at Raven Hill Discovery Center to 
assemble the tree house. 

Important Dates include Feb. 21, when the Tree 
House drawings are due, March 21, when the Tree 
House panel designs are due and May 21, for the 
assembly of Tree House at Raven Hill Discovery 
Center. As always, a grant from the Michigan Coun- 
cil for Arts and Cultural Affairs requires a match, 
so Raven Hill Discovery Center must raise $12,600 
in either cash or in-kind donations to match the grant 
and receive the funding. Donations can be as simple 
as money or time or materials or can be anything 
special and unique to add to the tree house. For 
example, the center is looking for a porthole, small 


stained or fused glass panels, wind chimes, carv-. 


ings or anything that would add to the science or 
art or ambience of the tree house.

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On Jan. 8, the City Commission approved the installation of two 
new handicap parking spaces in downtown Boyne City at the inter- 
section of Park and Water Street. City Commissioner Mike Cum- 
mings was responsible for bringing the motion before the Commis- 
sion and the project is scheduled to be completed by Apr. 30. 

I was at the meeting when the vote was approved and the motion 
was not met with any resistance. The closest handicap spaces to the 
downtown area were at the library and City Park, both about a block 
and a half away. The motion made perfect sense to accommodate the 
handicap and senior citizens in Boyne. 

Since writing the article on the new spaces I have had several calls 
asking why the issue of making spaces for handicap vans was not ad- 
dressed. When I interviewed Cummings one thing we talked about 
was how the spots would open the door for more citizens to come 
downtown that haven’t been able to in the past. Wouldn’t it also * 
make sense to take the issue a step further and look for a way to in- 
clude people who need the assistance of a handicap van? : 

There are obviously many issues with parking in Boyne, starting 
with the angled parking between Lake and Water Street on the south 
end. The spots were marked incorrectly from the outset of the project 
and because they are parallel spots, handicap parking would not 
work. 

It is a great first step to make two new handicap parking spaces but 
the people I spoke with have a justifiable concern. Why can’t we at 
least start looking into van accessible handicap parking for the same 
reasons the city improved the accessibility to begin with. 

If we want to make the downtown area accessible it should encom- 
pass everybody and that was the reason the handicap spaces were ap- 
proved. 

Cummings should be commended for getting the first motion ap- 
proved and these new hurdles should not be insurmountable to put in 
parking for individuals that need the handicap van. Let’s muptoye® the 
accessibility for everyone.

As I moved out of the rain and into the dimly lit garage, it became ap- 
parent that I had hit the mother lode.

And now, surrounded by this bounty, I was giddy with joy and dis- 
belief. There were two huge, antique rattan chairs marked at $5 each 
that would be perfect on my patio, as well as a beautiful wrought iron 
plant stand. A set of hand-painted wineglasses, still bearing the manu- 
facturer’s sticker, were tagged 50 cents each. A white vintage laundry 
hamper for $2 was resting against a drop-leaf farm table that retained 
the impossibly rare accessory of four additional leaves.

The City of East Jordan and the Commission on Aging recently 
signed a lease for the Charlevoix County Senior Center located at 116 
Main in East Jordan, also known as the East Jordan Senior.Center.

on Aging continue to make improvements to the building which is 
owned by the City of East Jordan. When improvements of at least 
$30,000 are made the lease will be renewed for another seven years 
automatically: ° Pky 

The East Jordan Seniors have been eatiblishied asa senior center. 
and the main kitchen for the county since 1975, when the meals on 
wheels program began. In 2000 the Commission on Aging received 
its first millage monies and ownership of the Living Room Adult Day 
Center was transferred from Northern Michigan Hospitals to the 
Commission on Aging. | 

Much work was needed to be able to provide a facility for bath- 
rooms in the lower level and a shower facility were added for person- 
al care provisions for Adult Day Center participants. Since 2000 over 
$85,000 in grant monies alone were used to add on a new multi-pur- 
pose room with own heating system, a rear entrance lobby area and 
improvements including new upgraded electrical in the lower level 
and new carpet and the bathroom facilities aforementioned. 

There are a lot of dedicated citizens and seniors that care about the 
future of the senior center in East Jordan; its location is an integral 
part of the community as an easily accessible and visible center. The 
meals are prepared daily at East Jordan with innovative and dedicat- 
ed cooks who are receptive to seniors’ needs and requests for a varied 
and nutritious menu, such as a daily salad and full soup and salad bar 
every Tuesday.

Bill Package will i increase insurance rates

Each citizen needs to write your legislator now to prevent 
House Bill 5282-5285 that is being pushed by Blue Cross and 
Blue Shieid from being enacted into law. 

If approved this bill package will drastically increase your in- 
surance rates. It will also do away with the attorney general over- 
sight of the Blues. 

If you are not aware, by being ee er of last resort, the Blues 
are exempt from taxation, but since 2003 have increased ten top 
executives compensation by 42 percent to 11.5 miilion while 
many citizens are losing their jobs and homes. They have also in- 
creased their surplus to.2.8 billion dollars over the last five years 
to the highest in history. This is not something that we should ac- 
cept. 

Since 2003 the Blues have. increased their rates by 79 percent 
unless you had to use them because you lost your group insurance 
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in which case your increase would have been 92 percent. Also in- 
cluded in this Bill package is a removal of all state oversight of 
their operations. 

If the Blues do not want to be the insurer of last resort then the 


legislature needs to name a new insurer. It would be nice to in- . 


crease rates and salaries and pay no taxes in the state that i is the 
most economically challenged in the nation. 

Insurance coverage is essential especially for seniors and the ar- 
rogance of the Blues to push through such a package is not in the 
best interests of the people of the state of Michigan. I am request- 
ing that when the legislature schedules public hearings on this bill 
package due to its serious impact on seniors that the legislature 
schedule hearings conveniently across the state where the citizens 
can give their input.
